is a natural’ and quite reasonable 
tendency for people everywhere to 
form themsclyes into groups ‘in 
their social Mfe, on the. principle 
that like gravitates to like. No 
man or woman can be expected to 
find cither pleasure or benefit in 
continuously conaorting with those 
whoso ideas ‘and outlook on Hite 
run contrary to thelr own, Everyone 
hos the right to make his or her 
awn circle of friendships. But to 
say so-much Is not to deny the 
fact thot the aupertority complex 
does obtrude itself far too much; 
whilst at the other end of the scale 
we have the type of individual who 
in always’ on the look-out for 
sights and who, if the truth be 
told, often imagines a patronising 
attitude on the part of others 
where none is-intended, In theac 
matters, it is easy to believe just 
what we want to believe. The 
grent need is for poople_to be their 
natural selves,. neither scorning 
the lowly nor apeing those nbove 
them in station or culture. We 


cannot, however much we may 
wish il, wipe out socinl distine- 


tions; they always have 
and they always will Yet the 
world would be infinitely better if 
we necepted men and women for 
what they are, for their worth in 
real values, uninfluenced by con- 
siderations of financial or social 
stunding. This is the ideal, and 
if the Rotary Club helpa in attain. 
Inge It. then dt will have accom. 
plished u great deal, 

British people are in some quar: 
fers regarded as being more siven 
to cliquesemaking than any other 
race. This, we would suggest, is 
au omisrepresentation of the facts. 
We suffer perhaps more thaw we 
deserve from What is best describ- 
ed as our charseteristic : 
Admittedly, we do not make 
friends freely or mix with, that 
aptitude which Is typical of many 
other peoples. But ‘even onr 
sevorest critics concede that, onée 
the outer ehell js broken through, 
past misapprehensions are usually 
dissipated. "We have something 
to learn from others in thix mut- 
ter, as they have from ous, Al 
heart, when all is-safd and done; 
mankind is pretty much of a much- 
ness the world over... Possibly 
here in Hongkong we tyre more 
conscious of each others’ failings 
‘than we should be in a bigger 
yphere.

PILOTIS. 8,000ft VIN IN 
EXPERIMENT, 


Details of one of the most darinis 
ily tests ever undertaken are given 
in a report just issued by the 
Aeronautical Research Committtee 
“Measured Spins on Aeroplane 
We" by S. B, Gates, : 

It was desired to measure the 
accelerations, rates of turn and 
rudder movements in spins to the 
vight and left with a certain type 
Of single-seater’ fighting aeroplanes 
known to be dangerous in a spin, 
The machine way fitted with speciul 
recording instruments, and Flight 
Lientenant C. E. Maitland, of the 
Experimental Section at Farn- 
horough, took it up. After climb. 
ing to a grent height he put the 
machine into a right-hand spin and 
hell it in with the controls fully 
over, ‘ 

After a few slow steep turns, the 
peed of rotation — suddenly in- 
e ed, the machine flicking round 

usly and the time of each turn 
falling to.only-1.2 keconds. 

Flight Licutenant Maitland — still 
hald the machine in the spin, and It 
war not until it had done ten turns 
(hat he attempted revovery. The 
machine refused to come out, and 
the speed of rotation “partially dia- 
ubled” the pilot, causing him to lose 
his sense of direction and not. to 
now which way he waa applying 
the rudder. a 

Yor more than 8,000 feet Flight 
Licutenant Maitland hurtled — to- 
wards the ground, his machine 
twisting round with the apeed of a 
top. Dazed by the vtolent motion

EXPLOSION. . 


“VESSEL TOWED INTO 
SHANGHAI. 


‘OVER 20 KILLED. 


Shanghai, Dee. 8. 

Captain C. Opperman, master of 
the m.-v. I-tu. of the Yangtze 
Rapids Steamship Co., is warmly 
commended for his courage and 
action during the recent disaster 
to the vessel In messages received 
by the company yesterday. 

The vessel, which was badly 
damaged In an explosion and a 
blaze about 100 miles below Chung- 
king, is being towed in to-day by 


the Ichang, oporated by the samc! 


company, 

The toll-of the disaster is known 
to be 28. Three of them were cn- 
gineers killed in the explosion in 
the engine room, while the remain- 
der were Chinese passengers who 
trapped aft of the engine room by 
flames, jumped overboard and were 
drowned. 

The fire spread so quickly that in 
about 25 minutes the upperworks 
were a roaring furnance. Captain 
Opperman soon benched the ship 
and all the passengers and crew, 
except the 20 panic-striken Chinese 
who jumped overboard, were trans- 
ported ashore by SaMpAns, 

The passengers, carrying light 
luggage were taken to Yam Tu Chi 
Rumours 
were soon rampant that the for. 
cigners had been held as prisoners 
and until $50,000 ransom waa paid 
they Would not be allowed to leave 
the temple. These soon died away 
with the arrival of the native 
Catholic Priest, the village rich 
man and x philanthropist. 

The village rich man offered the 
room of his house to the foreigners, 
who stayed there the next day.
